THURSTON'S LAW

In the Cupid habess corpus case
L. A. Thurston in his brief stated:

“Tu the case at bar .the President
having exercigad his discretion, in-
atituted a Military Commission;
dirsoted it to try such oase, an
such Military Commission having,
in pursuance of such order, exer.
cired such jurisdiction and delivered
judgment in such ecass, such judg-
ment much stand and cannot be re-
viewed by this Court,

The Petitioner's contention that
“thia Court has the power to go be-
hind the record and inquire into
and consider whether or not the
trial of Lthis Petitioner by the Mili.
tary Commission was essential to
public safety” is directly destructive
of the prinoiples laid down concern-
ing the exclusiveness of Executive
Discration and ‘herstofore adopted
by thia Court.”

Now, all that remains is for the
President and his Cabinet to say
everything is in our “executive dis-
cretion) Then, nobody—not even
Tae Inperespent—could eriticise or
object, and “the best Government
Hawaii sver had” would soon be
like the beggar on horsebsck—it
would gotothedevil, Asthings stand
now—granted a nervous President
and the countersignature of an
equally nervous Cabinet—the whole
country can be put under a state of
martial law in which no one—citizen
or foreign subjent—can have any
rights which cannot be invaded or
absolutely taken away without red-
ress, by order of the President or his
subordinates. All lies in his disofe-
tion. And that caunot, according
to Mr. Thurston, be reviewed by the
Snpreme or any other Court. Sibetia
is not 8o bad as the probable picture
this state of affairs conjures up.
I'he powere of the President of the
Hawaiian Republic seemn to be even
more absolute than thoss ascribed
to the Czar if Thurston's opinions
are correot. And the Supreme Court
has sustained them. Is this the re-
sult of our boasted republicanism?
That we have invested a President
with more despotic powers than any
monarch ever had in Hawaii since
the days of Kamehameha 1.1 ~And
the President stays there for six
years. And longer il eight members
of the Senate cannot be found to
agres ou his sucsessor. And thias ia
the immaoulate Thutston’s law when
he is, paid to hold a brief for' the
other side. Did his partuer suggest
it?
